County to Amish: 


Fix your outhouses 


FORT SCOTT, Kan. The simple way of Amish life is a 

bit too simple for one Kansas county, which wants 
outhouses on their farms to be upgraded and an end to 
plowing raw human sewage into the fields. 

Officials in Bourbon County want Amish families to stop 
using outhouses unless they comply with codes requiring 
waste disposal tanks. That would be costly and unnecessary, 
say Amish homeowners. 

The local Amish families, who do not use running water 
or electricity in their homes, periodically remove waste 
from pits beneath the outhouses and plow it into fields. 

“Is there any evidence we are polluting anything, contam- 
inating anything?” Amish farmer Chris Borntrager asked at 
a meeting of the Bourbon County Commission last week. 

Harold Coleman, chairman of the commission, said he 
had no answer to that question but that the county requires 
holding tanks and he cited a state law against burying hu- 
man waste. 

Eight Amish men in handmade work clothes, straw hats 
and long beards attended the county commission meeting 
Friday. They live 10 miles outside of Fort Scott, the county 
seat. 

The Amish began settling near Fort Scott seven years ago 
and there are now 25 families there, Borntrager said. The 
outhouse issue was not brought up until this spring when 
two neighbors complained.

Forgive Liz Phair and 
A.R. Rahman for be- 
ing unfamiliar with 
each other. Her world 
was the American 
indie-rock scene of 
the ’90s, whereas he’s 
a Bollywood megastar 
who is said to have 
sold more than 350 million albums globally. 

Only Hollywood could unite them. 

“T was not familiar with her, no,” Rahman 
says of his songwriting partner on the score 
to “People Like Us,” the directing debut from 
“Star Trek” screenwriter Alex Kurtzman. 

The film’s single mom character of Frankie 
(Elizabeth Banks) was inspired, in part, by 
Phair’s music. Frankie is vulnerable, yet put- 
ting up an independent front, recalling the 
spirit of Phair’s best work. Her casualness and 
Rahman’s studied professionalism unite on 
the film’s closing song, “Dotted Line,” which 
weaves Rahman’s rich orchestral score with 
her acoustic strummed guitar. The song marks 
an important departure for each artist. 

The score is a change of pace for the compos- 
er, representing his desire to do “a really emo- 
tional” American film. Unlike his acclaimed 
accompaniment to “Slumdog Millionaire,” the 
feel of the music to “People Like Us” is that of 
a lullaby. Phair, meanwhile, is plotting a come- 
back, working, she says, on a rock record, and 
what would be her first proper release since 
splitting with Capitol after 2005’s “Somebody’s 
Miracle.”

“When I listened to her, I tried to listen 
from Alex’s point of view and see how he used 
her voice,” says Rahman via phone. “There’s 
agony and rebelliousness all mixed together 
in her music. It was a fantastic combination. I 
was sure we could work together.” 

“He is a trained, masterful musician. I’ve 
had no training. I don’t know what a seventh 
is. I can’t tell you about chord progressions. 
So it was embarrassing for me to stand next to 
him. He just assumed I knew things. When I 
got there he just said, ‘OK, so would you like 
to go in the vocal room and please try a couple 
things?’ I just thought this guy is going to start 
wondering why I’m not a professional musi- 
cian,” says Phair. 

Rahman is more matter-of-fact. “We all have 
our insecurities, but music unites us,” he says. 

Kurtzman’s film, which opens Friday, takes 
music seriously. Chris Pine’s Sam is the son 
of a late record executive, and in piecing to- 
gether his father’s estate, he uncovers long-lost 
records—as well as a sister he never knew he 
had. Songs include Bob Dylan’s “Tangled Up in 
Blue,” the Clash’s “Spanish Bombs” and “The 
Ruling Class,” from Jeff Tweedy’s side project 
Loose Fur. 

Phair wrote the lyrics in one night after 
bringing home pieces of Rahman’s score. 

“I knew what I was writing about,” she says. 
“I was going to write about commitment, and 
what it takes to commit when you have not 
been committed to in your own family. That’s 
your first experience with commitment -- 
loving your parents. If that’s all jacked-up, then 
you spend your entire adulthood trying to fig- 
ure out how to commit. I was crying when I 
wrote this. Other than parenting, I am a non- 
committer.” 

So when she says she intends to tour a new 
album this fall, maybe expect some delays.

Take it or leave it

The look: So darn cute. That’s the best way 

to describe nearly everything about Peck- 

ing Order, the chicken-centric eatery that 
former Wave chef Kristine Subido opened in 
Uptown earlier this month. From the decor 
(picnic tables and ceramic chickens galore) to 
the taglines “Chicken every which way” and 
“Our birds don’t do drugs”) to Subido’s sunny 
smile touring the tables, it’s all as cute as can 
be. The banana ketchup on the table and cala- 
mansi (Philippine lime) in everything from 
vinaigrette on the salads to the mayo on sand- 
wiches are your clues that Subido is mixing 
her Filipino background with the comforting 
format of the Southern chicken dinner. 


The birds: Subido, who opened the restau- 
rant with her mother, Melinda, offers several 
preparations of chicken, but they all start the 
same way: with an overnight soak in a family- 
recipe marinade featuring tamari, garlic and 
bay leaves. Fried chicken is juicy and cloaked 
in a crispy batter, but the flavors of the 
marinade didn’t really shine through. Roasted 
chicken is stuffed with ginger and lemongrass 
for its turn on the rotisserie and then basted 
with calamansi butter, but I couldn't really 
trace any of those flavors in each bite. The 
third option is grilled, and all three kinds 

of chicken are portioned in halves ($10.95: 
$11.95-$12.95 with one or two sides) or whole 
($17.95 or $23.95 with two sides). 


The sides: Some of the side dishes, including 
the kicky sriracha aioli-slathered cabbage 
slaw and grilled sweet corn with lime mayo 
and cotija cheese, were more memorable 


than the chicken itself. Pickled shavings of 
jicama, carrot, ginger, green papaya and 
daikon radish are a light and delicate counter- 
point to some of the richer dishes. For des- 
sert, traditional Philippine shaved ice called 
halo-halo shines with preserved jackfruit and 
mango, plus coconut caramel ($5.50). 


The booze: Summery carafes of punch ($25) 
are fun to share with tablemates. My friend 
and I loved the Ladybird punch (coconut- 
infused vodka and pineapple and calamansi 
juices, garnished with chunks of cucumber 
and strawberry) but had a hard time deciding 
between that and the Lean Back (water- 
melon, white grape and jackfruit juices with 
whiskey). There’s also a handful of craft beers 
and wines, plus a few mimosas with tropical 
flair for weekend sipping. (There’s not a sepa- 
rate brunch menu, but the restaurant opens 
at 11 a.m. Saturday and Sunday). 


Bottom line: Across the board, flavors weren’t 
as bold as I was expecting. But because there 
were so many items on the menu I didn’t 
have room to try—fried plantains with jack- 
fruit chutney, loganiza sausage-wrapped eggs, 
fried chicken on a sandwich with gouda and 
pimento mayo—I’ll probably pay another 
visit to Subido’s cute little coop.

with the folded fashion — 


staple back in the ’8os, 
we shouldn’t be sur 
prised they’re returning. 

After all, as women’s 
wardrobes return to 
dressier, yet simple flap- 
perstyle silhouettes, 
it was only a matter of 
time before contempo- 
rary designers found 
ways to fold pleats — 
accordion, box, knife, 
and organ—into our 
wardrobes again. 

On - skirts, on 
blouses, in color blocks 
and in prints, pleats are 
charming, said Nicole Fischelis, 
fashion director at Macy’s. And 
there is no such thing as over- 
pleating; it’s totally acceptable to 
wear a pleated skirt with a pleated 
blouse. 

The pleats comeback actually 
started two years ago when designers 
Chloe, Zac Posen, Jill Stuart and J. Men- 
del sent flowing, pleated maxis down their 
runways. For some reason, women didn’t 
gravitate toward the tucks. 

“People just weren't ready for the change 
yet,” Fischelis said. “Pleats went hand in hand 
with the color trend. And it took a season or 
two for color to take hold.” 

Similar to our soft spot for color, forecast- 
ers say the current pleats pull has a lot to do 
with the springlike winter weather—and fash- 
ion’s playfully seductive vibe this year. 

Pleats’ irresistible ways date to the days 
of the ancient Egyptians, says Clare Sauro, 
curator of the historic costume collection 
at Drexel University, when men and women 
wore floor-length robes, or chitons, with fine 
pleats throughout the skirts and bodice. In 
the 17th century, pleats became a mainstay of 
the aristocratic look, especially in menswear, 
where starchy cartridge-pleated collars signi- 
fied class in the same way as white wigs. 

By the 19th century, accordion and box 
pleats, Sauro said, were the domain of chil- 
dren’s sailor suits. And it wasn’t until the 1920s

and Coco Chanel—everything goes back to 
Chanel— that pleats became part of the mod- 
ern-day fashionista lexicon. 

“The flapper look didn’t just take from el- 
ements of menswear,” Sauro said. “This was 
the first time we saw women being able to 
embrace their youthfulness.” 

And since then, about every 20 years or so, 
pleats make a comeback. In the ‘6os, pleats 
were mod, and in the 1980s, they were part of 
the working women’s uniform— pleated skirt, 
ruffled blouse, sheer hose. 

The coolest thing about the recent pleated 
renaissance is that it extends into all corners 
of our closets, from evening wear—H&M 
featured a shiny one-shouldered dress I was 
seconds away from buying—to work attire, as 
in a fuchsia, pleated tank underneath a navy 
blazer. And then there is the perfect Saturday 
afternoon look—a tank tucked into a long 
pleated skirt paired with ballet flats.
